The success was so genuine, that up to the present, they 
remain as in the days of their tissue, the most charmingly small series extant, embracing the best works 
of the Greek, Latin, Italian, and English writers. The printing was done Jrom stlver type, and must 
have resulted in an enormous loss of eyesight. In regard to the binding, it has an zueportance not 
generally known tn the fact that it was upon these books that cloth binding was first used, which has 
now become universal in England.
